Germany Pleased With Prospects of Peace

(By FREDERICK W6RNER.) 


BERLIN, Oct. 14.—The German people 


are. greatly relieved at the peaceful so- 
lution of the Morocco difficulty, for noth- 
ing would liave been more disastrous to 
Germany at present than even a success- 
ful war. But aside froia.the feeling of re- 
lief thera exists a very strong disapprov- 
al of the terms of settlement and the 
prospect • of a French protectorate over 
Morocco la very far from being httiled 
with 
unmixed 
delight by the masses. 


There are some who hold the opinion that 
Germany has paid dearly for her new 
territory, without enhancing her prestige 
to any appreciable degree. 


"The escutcheon of the empire has 
been soiled," declares Herr Max Harden, 
tlie outspoken editor of the "Die Zu- 
kuilft," who -boldly assails the policy o! 
his government as that of "robbers and 
despoilers." He charges Herr von Kid- 
erlen-WaecMsr, the German foreign, min- 
ister, with beginning'a policy,: which the 
whole world wijl characterize as bandit- 
ism and blackmail. .. 
"This minister has foolishly deceived 


himself," continues Herr Harden, "with 
regard to the attitude Of Spain and Eng- 
land. All Europe, with, the exception of 
one .power, your ally and supporter, Is 
against you," he declares. 
"Your dis- 


patch of warships to Agadir, youi de- 
'mand for a section of the Congo, appear 
absurd."

NO VOICE RAISED. 


To quote-•-further:.. "In Europe not a 


single voice Is raised in your favor, ex- 
cept it may be, that of Austria-Hun- 
gary. The Russian government has pub- 
lished its opinion to the effect that the 
German nationalists should not forget 
that they- are at present menacing the 
very existence of their country. 
They 


fail to see that they are wearing out the 
patience of Frenchmen, who not only are 
.themselves powerful, but' have powerful 
allies."

She 
has lost thousands pf soldiers in her wars 
in Arabia, and the slightest weakening 
of Turkish strengrth will lead to a fresh 
and final rebellion in Albania, which It 
is hoped to convert into an independent 
kingdom.

cpuld she object to Italy doing in Tripoli 
what she has practically done herself in 
Morocco? 


Great Britain is not considered likely 


to object, but curiously, enough, some 
misgivings' are entertained about Ger- 
many's arttltude.

any sudden love of the workiagman, 
but as a bait for his vote at the next 
elections.

Thfi Sea of Laramle, indeed, Is shallow, 
end might rather be termed a string ot 
vast brackish water lakes 
extending 
northward from Mexico far into Canada. 
As yet there are no Rocky mountains. 
The climate is like that oC the middle 
'eastern states today, with green forests 
'and a luxuriance of other vegetation. 
It is the opoch of tho dinosaurs, 
the 
etrungest creatures that ever inhabited 
the earth. They were not merely a spe- 
cies or a genus but" a whole order of 
reptiles.—some of them as much as 80 
feet In length and weighing 
45 or 50 
;tons, while others were no bigger than 
modern house cats. The dinosaurs which 
made the famous fossil "bird .tracks" in 
!Ncw England sandstones must have been, 
about the size of setter dogs and walked 
kangaroo fashion on their hind legs. 


REPTILES RUUED THE 
LAND. 


: Reptiles ruled the 
whole 
of North 


'America in those days. 
They roamed 


the land, swam the waters, and even flew 
5n the air. "What makes the Laramle 
fcea especially interesting In connection 
•with them is that its shallow waters 
swallowed up great numbers o'f them, and 
Its muddy bottom, eventually transform- 
ed into rock, preserved their remains for 
the wonder and instruction of a later 
age. 
At the present time in Wyoming 


certain exposed strata running for hun- 
dreds of miles along the mountain cliffs 
are found to be filled with, 
dinosaur 


bones. 
These strata, known as "dino- 


eaur beds," or "Laramie beds," represent 
(he silt anciently deposited on the bot- 
tom of the brackish Sea of Laramie. 


It is hardly necessary to say that tho. 


i reptiles which "flew in the air"- were 


t what are today called1 
"pterodactyls." 


They were by far the most perfect fly- 
Ing machines- ev-er devised by nature, 
being- in this respect incomparably su- 
perior to modern birds—even to the eagle 
or the sky searching- condor. 
They had wings resembling those of 


"hats, with a spread in some species of 
25 feet or more; their huge heads were 
hollow, and their bodies weighed so lit- 
tle that they may be said to have flitted 
through- the air like moths. 
Doubtless they fed on fish, and hov- 


ered over the waters with vibrating pin- 
Ions while in pursuit of. prey. 


Today the sea serpent'is regarded as a 


Tnbulous animal. In the age of monsters, 
however, It was by no means such. The 
amosasaur—a lizard 70 feet or more in 
length, fiercely 
carnivorous, 
' provided 


with huge paddles for swimming, and 
with a lower jaw so attached that It 
coucl open its mouth enormously 
wide 


for swallowing—was a veritable sea ser- 
pent. 
In the cretaceous seas it ruled 


feupreme. And one should by no means 
suppose that it was a rare animal. A 
government 
palaeontologist, 
passing 


through a valley in Wyoming, 
'came 
across the remains of seven, all in sight 
at one time; and Yale university ;at this 
minute has bones representing no fewer 
;han 1-JOO specimens. 


"When a few years ago a life size .cast 
was made ot an Icthyosaxir—another ma-! 
rlne mesezolc reptile—for the, 
British 
museum twenty-six" men comfortably sat( 
down to dinner inside of the huge :mold. " i 
Having thus 'referred':, to the marine 
reptiles inadequately, one naturally ar- 
rives at a' discussion of 'the 'huge am- 
phibious creatures, such as the bronto- 
saur, which In that epoch inhabited -the 
river mouths and adjacent shores 'of the 
Sea of I>aramle. •

Any visitor, to the' Museum of Natural 
History in New York.may see a bronto- 
saur—the skeleton of a full sized speci- 
men that is to say.' "With the addition 
of a long whlplike tail, a new discovery, 
by the way, it probably-is seventy-seven 
feet long.1 It occupies nearly the-whole of 
an, immense hall, producing In, the mind 
of the -observer a most, awe-inspiring ihi" 
pression. 


Yet this was a -harmless 
creature. 
Dwelling In shallows not far from shore, 
it walked along in"1 water deep enough to 
cover Its'. mighty back, browsing upon 
.aquatic weeds. Its_.head was very small, 
relatively, to Its bulk;'its neck was en- 
ormously long, and the vertebrae of - Its 
backbone were mere shells, filled wi'thj 
warm air from .its lungs, thus serving', as 
floats to sustain the.enormous carcass.

There were several species of dinosaurs,! 
carnivorous, of habit, which; got a living,

brontoaaur. - Perhaps ,the 
;fierce!st and |- 
most dangerous of-them was the; laelaps, [ 
which was.- In,-truth, a frightful beast! 
It was forty feet'in length, and-weighed 
only about..two tons, -being Ilgrnt-In-pro- 
portion to its rfaulk because its vertebrae 
and leg- bones we're hollow. 


It walked on .its hind legs, kangaroo 
fashion, and progressed by leaping, be- 
ing able:.to Jump: twenty-five yards at a 
bound. 
Wit^h-the activity of an antelope 
It was provided by nature with weapons 
far 
more'- "effective than those of any 
modern animal and probably was the 
most formidlble creature that ever,' ex- 
fsted. Its jaws were-set with teeth like 
bayonets, and its remarkably small fore 
limbs terminated In hands TV hose fingers 
bore monstrous' claws. 


Doubtless the most impressive natural 
history group : ever placed on exhibition 
la a new one at the New York museum 
in -which the skeleton 'of one of these 
mighty carnivorous reptiles Is represented 
as crouching over, the bones of a bron-. 
tosaur. And its interest Is greatly aug-, 
mented by the fact that- this specimen j 
was actually found close by a bronto-" 
saur's remains.—as. If, Indeed, the laelaps 
had died of Indigestion after partaldng" 
too greedily of the flesh of Its victim. 
Although the order of dinosaurs'entirely 


disappeared at the period when the Rocky 
mountains were upnfted by a mighty geo- 
logic . convulsion which brought the 
age 
of reptiJes to a close, certain intimate 
•contemporaries of their survived—riot- 
ably the crocodiles and alligators and the 
marine turtles. ,

Hunnewell isn't a large town. It's Just 


one of the typical wind-swept western 
Kansas towns where the sun beats down 
hot In. tile summer and the chilly, pun-! 
gent blasts make the citizens get out 
their big- warm buffalo robes and fur 
clothes In the winter. And nearly ^yery 
.9110 of the sixty families in the town 'has 
one of these robes that links this country 
to the old days—when the buffalo- and - 
tha Indian claimed H snnetvell as their 
own.

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Electric Batteries That Will Kill

Of all the wonders which perplex tho 


(vise men of the world, the origin of the 
mysterious electric current is the greatest. 
Second only to this baffling secret Is tho 
marvelous and astonishing living "batter- 
ies of certain fishes which have the mag- 
ical power of producing their own elec- 
tricity at 
will and in quantities large 


enough to mak<» them dangerous custom- 
ers to meet. These animated "live wires" 
In the shape of fishes inhabit various parts 
of the seven soas and, although scientists 
have studies them assiduously Cor years 
and years, thoir secrets are stiil hidden 
In the microscopic cells of their electrical, 
organs. 


Foremost among these piscatorial dyna- 


mos !s the electric eel of the brackish 
waters of South America, 
The eel is 


not unlilte the common river t»el familiar 


• to evsry one. It grows to the astonishing 


length of six or seven foet, but tho aver- 
age specimens of this specie are about 
four feet long. 
This eel Is nothing more 


than a fish in an extended and elongated 
form which possesses a powerful electric 
"battery near the tail, with which it stuns 
its prey n-nd drives away its natural en- 
emies. 
Indeed, few denizens of the deep 


would care to experience a second en- 
counter "with an electric eel. 
When at- 


tacked it merely claps Its "live-wire" 
caudal ?,pper,ilago against its enemy and 
presses tho button. Instantaneously the 
victim gets a powerful, shock of electricity 
which is .strong enough to knock a man 
down. 


Dissect tin electric eel. If you please, 


the secret will dofy you. You will find 
that the electrical organs consist of two 
pairs of longitudinal organs located be- 
tween the skin and the muscles of the 
caudal rogion. 
They consist of 240 cells, 


.supplied by more than 200 nerves. 
The 


eel can discharge current enough to kill 
sn animal of considerable size, and nan 
•easily knock clown a man or a horse/ Af- 
ter a few consecutive shocks the battery 
Is exhausted and the eel has to retire 
to a near-by mud bank to rest so that lie 
can generate a new supply. In an hour 
or two he is ready for the next victim. 


This OG! is very good to eat, but no one 


cares to take them off the hook, so tho 
common way to catch them Is to drlvo 
horses into the bayous where they are 
known to be, plentiful. 
The eels attack 


tho horsos and quickly exhaxist their bat- 
teries "When they arc powerless to do any 
further electrocution they are speared by 
tho natives. Not infrequently horses are 
lost in this manner of fishing. 


Now. 
the eel is not the only flan to be 


safeguarded by powerful electric batter- 
ies. 
There Is the torpedo ray, or skate, 


which 
looks like a three-cornered kite 


wJth long tail, equally dangerous to handle 
•without rubber gloves. 
There are also 


several quite unrelated fishes which pos- 
lioss the extraordinary property of com- 
municating an electric shock to animals 
with which they come in contact. 


In all cases the electrical organa are 


modifications of muscular tissues looking 
like a mass of closely packed prisms, each 
dfvlcled into a series of compartments 
filled with a gelatinous substance. 
The 


whole is like a group of voltaic piles. 


The electric ray has its batteries lo-

Time was when there was at 


one bootjack in every home, for in thoss 
days father and . son wore boots, and 
when boots were wet-or tight a bootjack 
was a necessity. 


Then all of a sudden, some 50 years 
or thereabouts ago, the great majority of 
men took to wearing shoes. 
Then 
in 


many homes the bootjack passed out of 
< 
use and out of sight and out of mind. 
There are many people of the present 
genei-ation who never saw a 
bootjack 


or even heard of one. And still there aro 
sold at the present day some bootjacks, 
for there are still some men who wear 
boots, either as their customary foot ap- 
parel or at times in pursuit of labor or 
recreation. 
There aro still some fine calf . skin 
boots. 
There are hundreds of thousands 


of farmers who still wear boots, but In 
the boots worn by farmers there has been 
also a great revolution. 
Where once they all wore 
cowhide 


boots, now almost without exception they 
wear rubber boots, and if they buy witll 
them the socks intended to be worn with 
them the rubber boots pull off easily and 
there is no need of a bootjack. 


The original bootjack was made of a 
strip of wood a foot or more in length by 
three or four Inches in width and an, ' 
inch or so in thickness. 
You sawed out 
a -deep notch in one end if this ple.ca 
of wood or you rounded out there a deep 
opening to put the heel of the boot 
into, and a little back of this notch you 
nailed across the under Srlde of the board 
a cleat to raise that end of the bootjack 
off the floor. 


Th&n you put one foot on the bootjack 


at the end on the floor and you put the 
other heel in the bootjack's jaw and you 
pulled on that foot to try to pull it. out 
of the boot. 
Many a man and many a 


boy has had to do some 
right smart 
tugging to get his boots off, even with 
a bootjack. 
Some years before boot- 


jacks went out there were 
introduced 
also malleable iron bootjacks. 


As might be expected, the bootjacks 


of the present are much like those of 
old, .but there is now sold a folding boot- 
jack made in two .lenghtwlse 
pieces 


hinged along the middle. 
You can fold 
this bootjack up and fold down into a 
place, made for It in the supporting cleat. 
The 'folding bootjack occupies less space 
at home and is handy for traveling. 


Now also there is a bootjack with ad- 
justable Jaws which can be set for any 
size boot. 


"What is called an ox yoke bootjack 
is one that you can use without any 
bending over. 
The ox yoke bootjack !s 


held in a frame composed of two upright 
sticks about three feet high which are 
held together by two crosspleces, one 
near the bottom and one near the top. 
At the floor and the upright sticks of 
the frame are a foot. apart, at the top. 
some three or four inches. 
Across tha' 
top ends of the sticks is a handle for 
you to grasp.

According to the "Field," both Germany 


jind France have been partly successful 
*n inventing1 guns which are proving ef- 
fective weapons against aeroplanes. Krupp 
oas turned out a gun with a small bore 
*hat takes a light projectile, which, it is 
jald, can be fired quickly enough to plant 
i bullet in an aeroplane, even if it is 
i.ylng at the rate of 100 miles an hour. 
I'hs barrel is comparatively long, so that 
\s high initial velocity and a low trajectory 
ire obtained. 
Telescope sights and a 


range-finder aro provided, the latter fitted 
jvkh an arrangement which gives the nec- 
>ssary elevation as the distance Is read 
>f£. 
During last year's French manoeu- 


rers a special gun was used, the Inven- 
tion of Captain Jloupernat, in additipn to 


a mitrailleuse so modified that It could 
be elevated at a high angle and fired from 
an automobile. Further, a combined shrap- 
nel and ordinary shell has been introduced 
for use against air-craft. 


DIFFICULT TO 'HIT.

Railway Relics 


for the Museum 


LONDON.—It has often been suggested 
that a national railway museum should 
be founded in this country on the lines 
of the museum of transportation in Ber- 
lin, 
where one may follow the history 


of travel by land and sea by Inspecting 
the models and relics exhibited. There 
would certainly be little difficulty in es- 
tablishing such a museum, here, for most 
of the railways have already many curi- 
osities of their lines at their headquar- 
ters. 


At .Euston, for instance, the London & 


Northwestern railway has gathered to- 
gether a remarkable collection of railway 
relics. Here one can see an age-stained 
first copy of "Bradshaw," which only had 
thirty-six pages as compared with the 
1200 of the "Bradshaw" of today. 
Num- 


berlsss old time tables are there, and 
the spade and barrow used, by Sir Robert 
Peel In cutting'the first sod of the Trent 
Valley line. In addition, there is a com- 
plete set ot models of the early types of 
coaches . and passenger trucks. A speci-: 
tiien of the truncheon with which a-rail- 
way servant was armed iri the early days 
when he had to act as porter, ticket 
collector, Inspector 
and 
policeman all 


rolled into one- is numbered among the 
curiosities of this remarkable collection.' 


Then again, at Paddlngton station, the 


Great 'Western railway has gathered to- 
g-ether a number of articles, which are 
added to from time to time, and each of 
which illustrates the projfress at the 
ra'ilway'from its earliest days. The pride 
of the museum is the collection of old 
prints which have been, gradually got 
tog-ether during- the last half 
century. 
They are very valuable, and form a, gal- 
lery which, perhaps, is not, of its kind, 
surpassed in the country. 
.. 


Prints hearing dates from. 1730 to '175tt- 


show the towns and views of landscapes 
on the routes now followed by the rail- 
way. 
One of the most curious of the 
prints shows an old oak tree at Moreton, 
near Hereford, -which was used as a .sta- 
tion on the Shrewsbury '& Hereford line 


In the fifties. The station master's ofllet 
was insido the trunk, and it was froze 
there that he Issued tickets. 
When railway stations first came Jnta 
existence it was customary to have sus- 
pended outside them a big belt, which' 
was sounded to give notice of th« ap- 
proach of trains. 
The Great "Western 
1ms preserved one of these bells, which 
used to hang In, the footway leading- to 
Windsor station. 


Two years ago the company, to- thei» 
great regret, nad to destroy ono of thelt_ 
most prized possessions. This was th« 
engine, "Lord of tha Isles," which wM 
running In 1840. It was a fine exampK 
of the typical locomotives of that day, 
but unfortunately tha company had IM 
place in which to store It. It -was of~ 
fered to the South. Kensington "museum, ' 
but was refused by the authorities ther*.

Its causes lie deep within the personality 


of the Individual, for beauty is the Index o,f health and 
tho state of health is primarily determined by the men- 
tal habits.

Dr. W. H. C. I/atson says: 
"The face is a mass of 


muscular fibers, covered with skin, but these muscular 
fibers aro difficult of identification, for instead of being 
separate like 
muscles of the other parts of the body, 


they are closely Interwoven In all directions, sending 
fibers to the bony frame, to each other and to the skin. 
Any separation of tho muscles of the face is apt to 
bo misleading. 


"Into this mass of muscular tissue are Inserted tho 


ends of tho nerves which cause movement- 
Activity 


of these nerves depends either upon thought _or upon 
special rapidity with which each thought or Its emotion 
Bends Its own particular message to tho muscles, and 
this message that wo call expression cannot by any 
possibility bo entirely controlled."

ness and a general, love for all mankind. Realize that 
no one can injure you but yourself. Take this mental 
attitude and try to maintain it at all times. "'You may 
not wholly succeed, but you will not wholly fail, and 
then as day after day you make the aamo effort to live 
upon a higher plane your face will relax and Us con- 
tour soi'ten.

French Capita! to Buy

PARIS, Oct. 14—Persons having oc- 


casion to cash checks in the middle of 
September learned to their surprise 
that none of the Paris banks were 
prepared to pay in gold. 
An Ameri- 


can gentleman who presented a check 
Tor 3000 francs at the Bank of France 
Bras given only 500 in gold and his 
request for more refused. 


The Boulevard branch of one°of the 


largest Fronch banks which usually 
starts the duy with 25,000 to 50,000 
francs in sold, recently had 1000 and 
was unable to obtain more. Payment 
was made in five-franc pieces, which 
are legal tender up to any amount; 
Indeed, the dividends of government 
stock are always paid in these bulky 
coins. 


Thi.*j stoppage of the gold issue is 


mainly due to the fact that the agents 
of a number of German banks were 
buying up gold as fast as they could, 
Paying 5 franc? per 1000 premium. 
[n addition to sending messengers to 
DasM ehecks^and notes at every bank 
in the city, 'these agents took all the 
gold from the big department stores 
urrtil the attention of the directors of 
the Bank of France was attracted to 
the abnormal demands for gold from 
these establishments, and immediate- 
ly curtailed the issue of gold to banks 
uncl large commercial houses likely 
to pay it out of the country. 
One 


consequence was that the public, hear- 
ing what the banks were doing, was 
disposed to hoard gold, too, and not 
to nay it into the banks. 
Consider- 


able gold was therefore temporarily 
•)Ut of circulation.

Alimony Clubs 


Superior Judge Graham one day this week granted 


half a dozen-fair divorcees alimonv. . Commenting on 
this fact at luncheon the day following several lawyers-, 
who have given more/or less,attention to the subject, 
asserted that the. San Francisco ;Alimony :Club, has; 
grown to large proportions both'numerically arid in 
the monthly sums to former wives its members in the 
aggregate'have to pay. Most of these men pay. with- 
out: grumbling. Several have to "pay' to 'two divorced 
wives. As a rule the women d<J not get all the ali- 
mony they at first ask. "According to these lawyers, 
fully $200,000 a month is paid'out. as alimony hy idi- 
vorced men, which means $2,400^000 annually. This 
fact plainly.indicates the importancejof this!club ais a 
money distributor! -Some of the. men have be.ea pay- 
ing these monthly allowances-for over twenty years. 


During the'past seven years the wealthiest couple to 
get a divorce was the Henry E. Huntingtons. 
The 


wife got the divorce! A property settlement was 
quietly made before the court action was instituted. 
It is said.arnong other thing's that the wife gets $'5000 
a month from her former husband. The lawyers say 
this monthly payment is tantamount to legal alimony 
and is the largest of its'kind being paid here or any- 
where in the West. Outside of this exceptional, case, 
they figure that alimony payments in Sari Francisco 
range all the way from $10 to $600 a month. Next 
to New York, Philadelphia, Chicago and St. Louis, 
they figure1 {'.his city-has the largest

of this 


character.. As indicating the innate goodness and 
spirit of independence' of the average woman, they cite 
not infrequent instances where divorced women with- 
out children refuse to take any more alimony payments 
once .they become self-supporting..

Oakland's Commercial Prospect 


Oakland should not forget the fact that the President personally 


knows that Oakland is developing its commercial water front almost 
entirely without state or national aid and entitles it, according'to his 
own admission, to every assistance that the Federal government and 
the Congress of the United States can in future,giye it. President 
•raft has pledged the government to extend whatever aid is neces- 
sary and he has said that, in the light of what Oakland,is doing of 
;its own volition and at its own expense .Congress will do likewise. 
'The President can be relied upon to carry out'his part of the pledge. 
Congress is the uncertain quantity. And when it. femes to that, all 
the aid that is needed from Congress is for the improvement of the 
waterway in the inner harbor. Municipal effort and enterprise will 
take care of the rest of the water front. The whole of the expense 
of the improvement of the western.water front for commercial uses 
will be cheerfully borne, unaided by either state or national govern- 
ment, by the municipality alone. The work there is now in course 
of active commercial development. 


During the past forty years Congress has appropriated less than 


$4,000,000 for the improvement of Oakland harbor. .This is not 
more than one-third what it appropriates annually for the.-mainte- 
nance of navigation on .the Mississippi', alone. .It does not exceed 
niore than Congress has appropriated in 'one year for special local 
harbor improvements on the Atlantic .seaboard. Now, Oakland is 
looming up as the most important commercial point on the Pacific 
seaboard in the light of the. early p.p.enm'g : of the Panama canal, 
which the President has optimistically predicted may actually occur 
two years earlier than officially .anticipated. 
: 


Four cities on the Pacific Coast are at the present time prepar- 


ing for the Panama canal trade—namely, San Diego, Los Angeles, 
San Francisco, Seattle and Oakland. This city is the least handi- 
capped and has made up to date< the. greatest and most strenuous 
effort to accomplish results. San Diego has made as yet practically, 
no particular preparatory move. -Los Angeles has pledged itself to 
expend $10,000,000 in San Pedro harbor improvements, but the 
pledge remains to be fulfilled. That/city is, however, twenty-two 
miles from the water front it has acquired through annexation. San' 
Francisco, although granted State aid through a bond issue which 
must be redeemed through its harbor .dues, is also in the same plight, 
not having yet taken the initiative. It is, moreover, handicapped by 
a rest-ricted water frontage which does "not equal what'Oakland has 
already begun to develop. Seattle's water-front is under the ex- 
clusive dominion of the railroad corporations and cannot in the next 
decade develop a municipal water front available for Qomme'rce, ac- 
cording to the plans it has formulated on the opening of Lakes 
Union and Washington to deep sea shipping. Oakland, on the other 
hand, has complete municipal control over a water front of twenty- 
seven miles, capable by intelligent manipulation of nearly doubling 
its capacity for commercial uses. Oakland has started water front 
improvements which pledges it to spend at least $25,000,000 to com- 
pletely de>«lop, and it is, therefore, as President Taft has rightly 
said, to receive, inasmuch as it is voluntarily helping itself, the as- 
sistance of the government and of Congress. Fortunately, Oakland' 
has in Senator Perkins and Congressman Knowland two representa- 
tives in Congress who will not leave a stone unturned in. carrying 
out the ideas expressed by President Taft for national aid for Oak- 
land's commercial development. The future of Oakland, a corner-, 
stone of the Occident and the Orient, should, therefore be assured.

King of Pacific Coast Fruits. 


For many years the California orange has - claimed the right to 


the title of king of Pacific Coast fruits and during the past two de- 
cades the claim has been practically unchallenged. A' change is, 
however, fast taking place in the situation. The homely apple is 
coming to the front as the premier pomplogical production of the 
Pacific States. The Sebastopol and Watsonville apple shows have 
this year accentuated the growing importance of the apple" industry 
In California in a marked degree. The total'value of the apple crop 
of the State approximates almost as many millions now as the 
orange crop. And while the domestic consumption is large,' the 
major part of the output of the apple-growing districts' finds' im- 
mensely profitable markets abroad. 
Producing apple orchards, in 


these districts are valued at from $500 to $1000 per acre and are 
making big returns to their owners on these high values. The cod- 
Hn moth which once terrorized apple-growers by threatening the" 
total destruction of their orchards is no 'longer feared by them, for 
the pest has been practically exterminated by the careful application 
of effective sprays and co-operative protection of the trees by the 
archardists. 


Washington and Oregon have also gone into the business of 


apple-growing on an extensive scale. The industry has reached a 
stage in the three Pacific States where the grower is above the 
necessity of seeking a market for the product of his orchard. Buyr 
•ers from abroad visit the apple-growing districts and purchase the 
crops on the trees and assume all the responsibility of packing,, anti 
shipping. Most of the crops of the Washington, Oregon and Cali- 
fornia orchards are now bought by British .buyers and the fruit is 
shipped direct to the London markets. In the Pajaro valley the 
oxismess of apple-growing has reached that stable condition of sell- 
ing the season's crop of matured fruit while- the trees are in blos- 
som, experts representing the foreign- buyers estimating the, prosr 
pective volume of the crop after an inspection of the trees in full 
feieom. In many instances Pajaro valley-apple-growers hold con- 
tracts' from buyers for the annual crop of a series of years in ad- 
vance. 
' 


The feature .of the Watsonville apple-show this year is the com- 


petition which many new apple-growing counties have entered into 
for supremacy in the industry. In former years at State and Me- 
chanics' Institute Fairs the Juneau apple orchard district in San 
Diego county carried off the leading prizes. At Watsonville this 
year Tuolumne county has the finest display of apples ever exhibited 
in the State. Butte, Humboldt, Riverside" and Los Angeles counties 
are afso figuring.among the first prize winners. These facts indicate 
that the industry is growing steadily in interest and importance.-

Heathen philosophy has 'dwelt exten- 


sively'upon'the problem of tho future life, 
and much- of Its speculation' has become 
interwoven in the texture of 
modern 


Christian thought. But, if it is the glory 
of Christ, that he "brought life ,and Im- 
mortality to light through the 
Gospel, 


then neither the ancient Egyptian. Gre- 
cian nor Roman philosophers were the dia- 
coverers of the true light on this great 
problem, and their theorizings should be 
unequivocally set aside by the student of 
the Scriptures.

2,0'00-ton ship. Her'plates are thinner 
in proportion to her bulk and a gash 
of shocking appearance may result 
from even a seemingly light touch • bf 
a neighbor's prow.

But in .the safety of passengers aha 


Jading- the advantage is all with the 
modern craft. The early steamship 
mdght survive a grazing- blow, but a 
serious collision sent

protection to the ends of the ship 
only. The engine compartment was 
so large that If cut into amidships 
the vessel, must sink, though she

.there/is no longer any compartment 
so, large that. Its puncture need be 
fatal. 
Holds are divided into sepa- 
rate parts between which there are 
no doors, or doors are closed during 
the voyage.

rooms:doors' are arranged to close by 
orders from, the wheel-house. A con- 
tinuous longitudinal bulkhead divides 
the risk in most modern ships; and \ 
the use of turbines ar.d of double, | 
triple and quadruple engines increases j 
the number of compartments which [ 
can be arranged. The Olympic has I 
sixteen of these. 
'If a ship rolls and pitches In a 
heavy sea the. strain of many tons 
of water washing back and forth In a j 
damaged compartment is severe; this j 
test the modern ship has not yet had, 
as even the Republic was by no means 
up -to present standards, and minor 
collisions usually occur In channels. 
But elaborate computations are mado 
of the strength of angle-beams and 
girders necessary to withstand oscilla- , 
tion:stralns.

The friendless refugees, fleeing ,by

dwellers, a delight to all beholders. 
The population increasing, .a large city 
arose, the largest In the.

.mere fishing village. 


During their sojourn of seven years 


in Illinois the Latter Day Saints in 
Nauvoo and adjacent towns,Increased 
In number to twenty thousand. Many 
of these came in the tide of foreign 
immigration, which, in 
June, 
184,0, 


began to "pour,Into Illinois', the" first 
results of. Mormon ;proselyting - in 
Great 'Britain. , Israel was beginning 
to gather from the nations'. .While 
the Prophet, with tha main .body ;of 
tho people, was building up Nauvoo 
and other towns founded by them in 
Illinois and Iowa, the Apostles,, with 
Brigham Young at their head, were 
laying broad and deep the founda- 
tions of the British Mission^ 
There, 


in 1S40-1S41, they baptized seven or 
eight thousand persons, .and raised up 
branches of the Church in 
almost 


every noted city and town, throughout 
the United King-dom.. Jhey .also estab- 
lished a .periodical,:,"The : Millennial 
Star," and published" a new edition of 
the Book of-.Mormon,., besides-sending 
a thousand people to Nauvoo, and

Preliminary to this undertaking, the 


Latter Day Saints, both at Kirtland 
and at Independence, entered into a 
communal order similar to the one in- 
stituted by the Savior's disciples at 
Jerusalem, as briefly mentioned in the 
Acts of the Apostles. "They had all 
things common"—meaning their ma- 
terial possessions. The United Order, 
us it was termed, had as a basis the 
uivino law of consecration; all private 
properties belonging to members of 
the Church were legally conveyed to 
the Chxirch, which. In return, deeded 
•«.ri individual stewardship to 
each 


head of a family, who.was expected to 
manage the same for the general good, 
nil. his gains reverting to a common 
fund, from which each .steward .de- 
rived his or her support, "every man" 
seeking the interest of his neighbor, 
and doing all things with 
an 
eye 
single to tha glory of God." This was 
the keynote of tho 
United 
Order. 


Tho Prophet taught his people that 
such a system had sanctified the City 
of Enoch in antediluvian days, and 
It was shown by the Book of Mormon 
that the same system had flourished 
umong the Nephites for two centuries 
".fter the coming of Christ. 


.Misunderstanding the- acts 
and 


Jnqtives of the new settlers, and in- 
)tijjated 
by sectarian 
priests 
and 
scheming politicians, the Missourians, 
Et first friendly, began to look with 
flistrust upon their Mormon neigh-, 
bora. .They Vere suspected .of being 
Abolitionists, which was sufficient in 
Itself to damn them, in "the eyes of 
slave-holding Missouri.. It was-.also 
charged that their purpose was to 
Join with the Indians across the bor- 
ner and drive .the Gentiles from the 
land.

autumn of 1833, by which timo the 
Mormon colony, in

First the Mormont..:.Battallon,'1 five 
hundred volunteers, enlisting on tha

The Pioneers crossed the Platte at 
Fort Laramle, and the Hocky Moun- 
tains at South Pass.. 'The date of 
their arrival in Salt Lake valley was 
Saturday, the 24th of-: July. They had 
brought with them, in their covered 
wagons, plows, seed grain and a year!s 
s'upply "-of provisions, and their first, 
care, after thanking God for bringing 
therh safe, to a land of peace, was to 
plant the potat'oe's -arid garden seeds 
upon.which they'based their hope of a 
harvest.. 
The ground was parched 


and .burning,, and more than one plow- 
share was broken/in the hard, sun- 
baked soil. Tovmake plowing easier, 
they flooded the earth with waters di- 
verted from the mountain streams, 
and thus inaugurated the vast system 
of/irrigatlon which has since done so 
milch to redeem arid America.

iFlinging to the breeze the Stars 


arid'-Strlpes, these colonizers took pos- 
session of a land lately - 'conquered 
from Mexic'o," and after the treaty of 
Guada'Iupe'1 Hidalgo, by which, in Feb- 
ruary, 1848, this region was ceded 
to the United States, .they. organized, 
panding-the action of Congress upon 
-their: petition for a, state government, 
the Provisional State of Deseret, elect- 
ing Brig-ham Young Governor, March 
12, 1849. -Congress denied the prayer 
for Statehood, but organized, on the 
9.th day Of September, 1860, the Terri-

dent Millard Fillmore.

appointed in 1854 by President Frank- 
hn Pierce, and at the -close,.-of-.his 
second term waa superseded by Gov- 
ernor- Alfred Gumming, Utah's 'first 
nbn-Mornion executive.'•. .'

The Truth About Polygamy 


He was succeeded by John Taylor, 
during whose presidency Mormonism 
celebrated its Jubilee, with twenty- 
five, nationalities represented In the 
great gathering commemorative of 
fifty years of earnest proselyting in 
various countries of the globe, -fit'was 
during President Taylor's' administra- 
tion . that, the Federal . government 
under laws enacted by Congress..' in 
1862, 1882 and 1887, began a rigorous 
prosecution of plural marriage, com- 
monly 'called polygamy, which had 
been a., tenet .of Mormonism; since 
July, 1843, when Joseph Smith, at 
Ndwvoo, authorized it and entered 
into plural marriage relations, as did 
a number of,his followers.

President Woodruff's final act ot

As already shown, the Latter-day, 
Saints are a temple-building people, 
They have erected, up to the present 
time, six of these edifices, at an ag- 
gregate cost of between seven and 
eight million dollars. The first tem- 
ple was built at Klrtland, Ohio; ths 
second at Nauvoo, BL; the third at 
St. Georgre, Utah; the fourth at Lo- 
gan, Utah; the fifth at Mantl, Utah, 
and the sbrJLh at Salt .Lake City. A 
temple was projected at Far West and 
another at Independence, Mo., but 
they were not erected owing to tha 
mobbings and drivings of the saints. 
The temples are not open to the 
public. They are for the performance 
of saxred ordinances, having in view 
the salvation of the living and tha 
dead. 
The principal coremonles are 
baptisms, 
endowments, 
marriages, 


sealings and adoptions. Much of thia - 
work, that In behalf of the' dead, is 
of a vicarious character. 
With the 
Latter-day Saints there Is hope o:t sal- 
vation for those who have departed 
this life without obeying the gospel, 
if they will yield obedience to its re- 
quirements In the other world, tha 
place ot departed spirits. The gospel 
will be preached to them by servanta 
of the Lord who have entered Into 
paradise, and they who manifest faith 
and repent there can be baptized;

ward the. formation of- a municipal re- 
search bureau in connection with the 
University of California was taken today, 
when Mayor J. Stitt "Wilson and other 
city officials obtained valuable informa- 
tion from M. Cerf, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of California 'and chief_of staff of 
the municipal bureau of economy and ef- 
ficiency in Milwaukee. This department 
was created by Mayor Seiflel, a Socialist, 
•who was elected more than a year ago In 
the Wisconsin city. Cerf has scientifically 
organized the municipal departments of 
Milwaukee for an economical and efficient 
administration of affairs. 'He is assisted 
by university students ~ in obtaining data 
for the bureau.

It is proposed by Mayor Wilson to es- 


tablish a research bureau for similar work, 
with the aid of the state university fac- 
ulty, and students. The department 'is to 
furnish information oil civic matters to all 
cities In the state which .may- apply. 
Mayor Wilson has already- conferred with 
President -Wheeler and Professor1 C. .G. 
Hyde of .the sanitary engineering depart- 
ment of the university regarding the 
project, and other faculty members will 
be consulted. '

vulgar forma/like loan sharks and 
'get-rich-quick schemers, but another 
kind of; usurer. The men who distrib- 
ute''power through underwriting:, arid 
who have'power-to manag-e the gov- 
ernment, it Ms fair to call the :great 
usurers of our day. The usurer takes 
advantage of ignorance 'and necessity. 
The trading class,' the minority hav- 
ing, a fund of capital, and the majority 
wanting to consume the ,thlng on the 
spot, the trading- class will take adr 
vantage of the necessity of the rest, 
just as the supremely rich man has 
taken 
advantage 
of , nations.--;The 


richest .families have" been built up 
by ..buying up national debts 'at. the. 
close of war.;..' Others have b~ecome° 
rich by buying up. a wrecked road. 
If you. have'money enough to under- 
write and float a railroad,

"OaWand 
continues ' to advance. This 


statement Is borne out by ths record of 
the building permits Issued by the local 
Bureau ot Permits and Licenses for the 
week ending Wednesday last. The total 
value ol the buildings' to be erected as 
a consequence' of the Issuance of these 
permits is $94,232. This is a considerable, 
increase over the yalue.of .the permits 
of the, preceding week,, regardless of the 
fact that during the last, week there were 
two and a half holidays, during which 
time the. office gf the. .bureau was closed 
and 310 permits, as a .consequence were, is- 
sued; as against only a. half holiday in. 
the preceding week.

that, had there been the same number 
of working days in the last week as there' 
wera in the week .before that, .the amount
